lated brought on 120 years of 
imprisonment for three East 
Prairie men yesterday. 
William L, Ragland, circuit 
court judge sentenced Billie 
Joe Garrett, 34, to 50 years, 
Sammie Preston Irby, 27, to 
40 years and Lonnie Garrett, 
21, brother of Billie, to 
30 
years for robbing L arry Rich­ 
ards of $6 Oct. 27. A 12-man 
jury convicted 
the trio at the 
conclusion of a one-day trial. 
The highway patrol charged 
that the three shot and beat R. 
L , Richards, brother 
of L ar­ 
ry 
Richards 
after 
he gave 
chase after their car crashed 
into his form truck, driven by 
Isaac Barker, an employe. 
Richards was shot twice in 
the head and lost the sight in 
the right eye 
as a result. 
He was found lying 
un­ 
conscious in a ditch near the 
scene of the accident. 
The three have been in custody 
since the day of robbery. Their 
bonds have been set at $25,000 
each. 
The three have three charges 
pending against them: felonious 
assault of R .L . Richards, kid­ 
naping of Larry Richards and 
Isaac Barker and leaving the 
scene of an accident. 
Prosecuting 
Attorney 
Hal 
Hunter said that "we haven't 
decided what procedures that 
we are going to take on the 
pending charges." 
Four witnesses were called:

These recom m endations if carried out would 
be like pouring kerosene—perhaps gasoline— 
on the fires of inflation. 
Appealing as they will sound to many low and 
moderate incom e fam ilies, we do not believe 
that they would benefit these fa m ilies. Inflation 
historically 
has 
always made life the m ost 
m iserable for the poor and the low income 
fam ilies. 
This 
is a wealthy and prosperous country 
with a history of a sound currency and a stable 
econom y. But its power to withstand spending 
program s is not unlim ited. There is a point 
beyond which the national in terest can be dam­ 
aged. 
While there isn ’t any agreem ent where this point 
actually is, we share the feeling of the federal 
reserve board that the danger from inflation 
is great. We approve of its m odest effort to 
restrain it by increasing the discount rate to 
banks, which has the tendency to ra ise interest 
costs to everyone. At least the approach m erits 
a trial. 
Naturally the move isn ’t popular. Politicians 
are w ell aware of the fact that there are more 
voters who are borrow ers than there are who 
are lenders. 
Of course, the San Francisco union convention 
has fully endorsed the war in V iet Nam, which 
is taking many m ore Am erican d ollars to finance 
than anyone would have im agined even a month 
or so ago. Spending everywhere for whatever 
purpose is endorsed warmly by the AFL-CIO. 
But the union rejects the Johnson adm inistra­ 
tion’s proposal for wage as w ell as price guide­ 
lines and goes far beyond the mammoth spend­ 
ing proposals of the adm inistration. 
We do not think the approach is sound. We do 
think it is highly inflationary and m ost hazardous 
to the very persons in whose nam es the benefits 
are sought. B esid es, how can we spend m ore 
and m ore and tax le ss and le ss? 
The union chiefs are leading their m em bers 
over the brink. We hope that the m em bers w ill 
be sm art enough to see it.

BE A MOOCHER? 
Social w elfare program s or whatever you want 
to call them continue to expand at a rapid pace. 
The party in power is dedicated to use federal 
money or assistan ce of one kind or another to an 
ever greater number of groups which w ill be sin ­ 
gled out to be cuddled by the w elfare state. Indi­ 
vidual need for assistan ce w ill too often be 
ignored and eligibility for benefits w ill depend 
on such factors as age, where you live, your race, 
occupation and even the amount of rent you pay 
relative to your incom e.

Social ev ils becom e established because of their 
acceptance by individuals, one by one. Likewise, 
such ev ils wither on the vine when individuals, 
one by one, condemn them and refuse to par­ 
ticipate in their fru its.”

P resent requirem ents are too low. 
The dim ension of the problem is illustrated by 
the fact that in 1964 alm ost 200,000 A m ericans 
sailed to Nassau in the Bahamas alone, alm ost 
99 per cent of them on foreign ships. 
There rem ains another problem . 
It has been our observation that passengers 
on both planes and ships do not pay much 
attention to safety d rills. 
Solution? 
Make p assen gers take and p ass te sts before 
they em bark. Their lives would be safer if they 
did.

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON — The Virgin 
Islands, discovered by Colum­ 
bus in 
1495, are the tiniest 
and the loveliest appendages 
to the United States. 
But ever since Herbert Hoover 
called them ‘‘an effective poor­ 
house,’’ various governors, be­ 
ginning with my father, the 
first civilian governor, 
have 
been trying to improve the Is­ 
lands’ economy. Tourist trade 
is a big help in this direction, 
but tourism flourishes in 
the 
winter, lapses in the summer, 
and the islanders have to eat 
both winter and summer. 
Therefore a certain amount 
of industry has been encouraged 
to come to the Islands, including 
two woolen companies, Vitex 
and Kent, which waterproof Ital­ 
ian - made cloth, then send it 
duty-free to the continental Uni­ 
ted States. 
This has raised the Ire of the 
powerful 
wool bloc, 
which 
seems to send shivers up and 
down the spinal cord of sin­ 
cere 
Secretary of Commerce 
John T. Connor, and in 
turn 
palpitates the heart of genial 
islands Gov. Ralph Paiewonsky, 
who 
has drastically cut the 
woolen quota into the United 
States. 
To try to reinstate the quota 
to what it was before these 
palpitations 
of 
fright 
per­ 
meated 
the Caribbean, Mrs. 
Helen Blumberg, representing 
Vitex, talked to Paul McGowan, 
Washington attorney. McGowan 
Ls the representative of the Vir­ 
gin Islands legislature, a good 
friend of Speaker John McCor­ 
mack and of powerful Rep. Mike 
Kirwan, D-Ohio, who in turn is 
the father of John Kirwan, in 
charge of Virgin Islands affairs 
at the interior department. 
McGowan wanted a legal fee of 
$100,000 
if 
he succeeded in 
upping the quota, with an initial 
retainer of at least $5,000. 
EXPLOSIVE LAWYER 
When I looked iito the matter 
and advised Mrs. Blumberg that 
government bureaucracy could 
act without hiring a Washington 
lobbyist, McGowan hastily with­ 
drew from the case. 
Subsequently 
he telephoned 
Dev O’Neill, photographer hired 
by 
the Democratic National 
committee to work on Capitol 
Hill and who had accompanied

M rs. Blumberg when she called 
on McGowan. 
McGowan was quite upset. 
"I hear I am going to be in 
Drew Pearson’s column tomor­ 
row ," he exploded. "I just want 
you to know that if that’s the 
case, you’re fired. I am too big 
a man to have my name thrown 
around. I’ve got a lot of friends 
around here. I’m the Speaker’s 
friend. I’m a friend of Mike 
Kirwan’s. Just one word about 
me in Pearson’s column 
and 
yoq,’re fired." 
When I checked on the rela­ 
tionship between Speaker Mc­ 
Cormack and McGowan, Hound 
that it was true they were good 
friends; also that McGowan is 
close 
to Congressman 
Mike 
Kirwan. However, I am quite 
sure that kindly Speaker Mc­ 
Cormack would never permit 
the firing of anyone because 
of vengeance on the part of a 
Washington legal - lobbyist. 
At any rate, regardless 
of 
vengeance or lobbyists, the sto­ 
ry of the welfare of the Virgin 
Islands and what they have to 
do 
to influence the right of­ 
ficials in Washington in order 
to 
feed their people is 
im­ 
portant. 
To get the full story I talked 
to Secretary of Commerce Con­ 
nor, who being relatively new 
at the job did not know much 
about the Virgin Islands or its 
quotas. He passed the buck back 
to Gov. Paiewonsky, who he said 
had the power to fix 
wool 
quotas. Tills is true. 
But when I talked to Gov. 
Paiewonsky on the long distance 
telephone, he passed the buck 
back to Secretary Connor. He 
made it clear he was not going 
to move unless the secretary of 
commerce recommended it. 
With both officials passing the 
buck to each other, I went to 
see the commerce department 
official immediately in charge 
of quotas, Arthur Tendler. He 
was noncommittal when I talked 
to him. But when talking to Vir­ 
gin Island representatives 
he 
explained that the wool bloc 
was very powerful and that Sec­ 
retary of Commerce 
Connor 
was worried about it. 
TOUCHY WOOL BLOC 
"If you can show the secretary 
how to increase the Virgin Is­ 
lands wool quota without ex­ 


citing the woolen bloc, it's o.k. 
with m e," said Tendler. 
Tendler is right. The woolen 
bloc 
has long been one of the 
most powerful in the United 
States. It was so powerful that 
Ezra Taft Benson, Secretary of 
Agriculture under Eisenhower 
and a vigorous critic of the 
Brannan 
Plan, 
eventually 
adopted the Brannan Plan for 
wool. The Wall Street Journal 
dubbed it "the Brannan Plan in 
sheep’s clothing." 
The wool lobby also was so 
strong in the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration that it succeeded 
in upping the tariffs on wool 
from 
Uruguay, 
despite the 
most-favored - nation 
treaty 
with that very friendly, demo­ 
cratic country. 
In the last month, various big 
manufacturers 
and retailers 
have written the commerce de­ 
partment 
asking 
for an in­ 
creased importation of water­ 
proofed wool, otherwise known 
as "outerw ear," for use in the 
manufacture 
of hunting 
and 
sports jackets. 
Montgomery Ward on Nov. 24 
wrote the secretary of com­ 
merce: "In order to supplement 
the shortage of domestic pro­ 
duction 
on these 
fabrics 
I 
strongly urge that considera­ 
tion be given to increase sub­ 
stantially the existing quotas 
from the Virgin Island 
as 
quickly as possible." 
The Fox Knapp 
Manufactur­ 
ing Co. of New York City also 
wrote the commerce 
depart­ 
ment: "A fter 40 years in the 
manufacturing 
of men’s and 
boy’s outwear, we ran into a 
most 
frustrating experience 
during this year because 
of 
the lack of sufficient supply of 
reprocessed wool melton fab­ 
rics." 
The Peer-C raft Corp. of New 
York City also wrote tie com­ 
merce department: "F or 
the 
past few years domestic pro­ 
duction of fabrics for these gar­ 
ments (outerwear) has not been 
adequate to meet the demand." 
The 
Four Star Sportswear 
Company, 
and the National 
Outwear and Sportwear Asso­ 
ciation wrote sim ilar letters. 
Despite this, commerce offi­ 
cials still seem to shake with 
fear at any thought of tangling 
with the wool bloc.

TROJAN HORSE FRONTS 
On August 20,1935, addressing 
the Seventh World Congress of 
the Communist International in 
Moscow, Georgi Dimitrov, in­ 
ternational 
secretary, stated 
the communist plan for destroy­ 
ing and capturing 
capitalist 
countries from within: 
"Comrades, you 
remember 
the ancient tale of the capture 
of Troy. Troy was inaccessible 
to the armies attacking her, 
thanks 
to her 
impregnable 
walls; and the attacking army, 
I “ after suffering many sacrifices, 
was unable to achieve victory 
until with the ald of the famous 
Trojan horse it managed to 
penetrate to the very heart of the 
enemies’ camp. 
We revolu­ 
tionary workers, it appears to 
me, should not be shy about 
using the same tactics. . . ." 
The Communist Party, USA, 
adopted a new charter in 1938, 
which called for American com­ 
munists to realize "in practice 
the instructions of Comrade 
Dimitrov, who called on us. . . 
to learn as quickly 
as pos­ 
sible. . . " 
Within a few days, this "T ro­ 
jan horse" policy was put into 
effect, when the communists 
began 
to sing our 
national 
anthem along with their revo­ 
lutionary songs, and to fly our 
flag with their red banners. 
The Daily Worker explained, 
on July 4, 1938: "When we 
sing the Star-Spangled Banner 
and the Internationale together, 
when we decorate our platform 
today with the American flag and 
the red flag of the Socialist 
revolution. . .this is the way we 
express the fusion of our Com­ 
munist program for socialism 
and the American tradition." 
That this "Trojan horse" 
strategy has been effective is 
attested to by the spectacle, 
three decades later, of com­ 
munist-led riots on our college 
campuses and mass "protest" 
marches, fronted by commu­ 
nists and their sympathizers, 
trampling private and public 
property and disrupting com­ 
merce.

phrey's secret service guards 
were notified to permit Walter 
Reuther to enter the vice presi­ 
dent's hotel Fairmont 
suite. 
From that moment on, the mys­ 
tery bubbled in this city where 
the nation’s 900 most influential 
labor leaders have been con­ 
ferring on high level foreign 
and domestic policies.

the U. S. have heard that Mr. 
Humphrey eagerly is pushing 
the redhaired auto union leader 
into the top areas of State Dept, 
global policy 
and strategy -- 
planning. 
It is 
understood that the 
vice president wants Reuther 
named to the powerfully - in­ 
fluential State Dept, planning 
board. It does not have deci­ 
sion - making powers. But it 
does influence the president, 
the White House staff, the Pen­ 
tagon and the secretary of state. 
It would be the first time a la­ 
bor leader was named to such 
a board, if Mr. Humphrey does 
get the Detroiter onto it. 
There seems to be little doubt 
in the ultra-high echelon labor 
circles that Mr. Humphrey will 
get his old friend and long time 
political 
colleague 
into State 
Dept, activity — although Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Rusk was 
surprised to hear the news 
when questioned here. 
The dynamic auto union chief 
long has been immersed in for­ 
eign affairs and has rarely re­ 
turned from frequent confer­ 
ences with labor leaders abroad 
without requesting an appoint­ 
ment with President Johnson for 
a de-briefing. 
Now that many governments 
abroad 
are headed by labor 
leaders and former labor law­ 
yers on at least four continents, 
Mr. Reuther's interests have 
deepened and his talks in Wash­ 
ington have increased. 
He does not see eye-to-eye 
with the national AFL-CIO lead­ 
ers on a final solution in Viet 
Nam and his disagreement on 
verbiage delayed the passage of 
the Viet Nam resolution by the 
sixth constitutional AFL-CIO 
convention. 
Reuther and the labor chiefs 
back President Johnson’s pol­ 
icies, but the Detroiter wants 
more immediate negotiations, 
while the other labor leaders 
want a smashing victory 
in 
America’s hand as a powerful 
card to be played at the nego­ 
tiations table. 
The few men here who are 
in the know see Reuther’s move 
towards the state dept, planning 
board as the first step in along 
journey into foreign affairs. 


The "Red Head” now is 58 
years old and must retire from 
his auto un ion pre side ne yin less 
than seven years. Reuther hard­ 
ly is a man to retire and spend 
his time whittling furniture, 
which he does very well. So 
he is seen here preparing to 
play an eventual role in the in­ 
ternational conflict between the 
U. S., the Soviet Union 
and 
Communist China. 
To prepare for such far-flung 
international activity which may 
soon send him globe-trotting, 
Reuther has consolidated all his 
domestic fronts. His power nev­ 
er will be seriously challenged 
inside the huge auto union. The 
entire high command therewith 
two exceptions are his loyal 
supporters. 
He has launched an "organize 
-the-poor*’ 
poverty program 
which must depend on the Uni­ 
ted Auto Workers since the 
campaign's first million dol­ 
lars is being supplied by this 
union.

ing sessions -- and battle for 
him when he is away. 
For days during the early part 
of the convention, it was not 
certain that he could name those 
vice presidents he wanted to fill 
the vacancies in the so-called 
young blood transfusion. 
Reuther 
wanted his good 
friend, the erudite and legally 
-trained Ralph Helstein, presi­ 
dent of the militant Packing­ 
house Workers to be named an 
AFL-CIO vice president. Pre­ 
cedent has it that the former 
CIO leaders caucus and pick a 
successor 
to outgoing 
vice 
presidents who were CIO chiefs 
before the merger. 
Reuther called the CIO caucus 
last week. There was a battle. 
The attack against Reuther and 
Helstein was led by big Joe Cur­ 
ran, the blunt National Mari­ 
time Union leader. Mighty harsh 
words were shouted. But Reuth­ 
er held tight until a vote was 
taken. There was a tie and he 
voted 
making it four to three 
for Helstein. 
That was the most significant 
aspect of the name game and age 
counting which was marked the 
AFL-CIO "shakeup" — 
the 
formation of a strong Reuther 
contingent made up of men who 
were close to him when he was 
president of the old CIO. 
Thus, with all his domestic 
operations under smooth con­ 
trol, Reuther can turn to ad­ 
vising the state department and 
President Johnson on foreign 
matters. 
And in some future adminis­ 
tration, perhaps one headed by 
Herbert Humphrey, he mayeven 
move higher.

I know no means of calming 
the fret and perturbation into 
which too much sitting, too much 
talking, brings me, so perfect 
as labor," wrote young Ralph 
Waldo Emerson in 1839. 
“ I have no'anim al spirits (by 
which he meant natural buoy­ 
ancy); 
therefore, when sur­ 
prised by company and kept in 
a 
chair 
for many hours, my 
heart sinks, my brow is clouded, 
and I think I will run for Acton 
woods 
and 
live 
with 
the 
squirrels henceforward. But my

garden is nearer, and my good 
hoe, as it bites the ground, re­ 
venges my wrongs, and I have 
less lust to bite my enemies. 
I confess I work at first with a 
little unnecessary venom, lay to 
a 
little unnecessary strength.

by smoothing the rough 
hillocks, I smooth my temper; 
by extracting the long roots of 
the piper grass, I draw out my 
own splinters; and in a short 
time I can hear the bobolink's 
song and see the blessed deluge 
of light and color that rolls 
around m e." 
Emerson was 36 the spring he 
made that entry in his journal, 
and had been living in the Con­ 
cord 
home 
for 
nearly four 
years. Gardening was a novelty 
to him, part of the new life he 
had begun when he brought his 
second wife, Lydia Jackson, to 
this Village of his ancestors, 
where he could dig In the earth, 
walk in the woods, and put this 
thoughts on paper, forgetting his 
earlier existence as a Boston 
clergyman. 
TO 
A NEW LIFE 
His ancestors, a whole line of 
them, had been clergymen, and 
he had been educated for that 
profession, and had been suc­ 
cessful in it; but when 
his 
young wife, Ellen, died, 
that 
life seemed to end. 
After a 
few months he parted with his 
congregation who, in spite of 
sincere liking for him, could 


not agree with his views on 
the sacraments of the church, 
and went to Europe. There he 
saw the great men of the day, 
and seemed to orient himself 
by the experience of travel. 
He came back resolved to fol­ 
low his own bent. 
Perhaps these first ten years 
in Concord (1835-1845) we re the 
richest years of Emerson’s life. 
Certainly they make the most 
interesting reading in his jour­ 
nals and letters. It was a stir­ 
ring time in New England; there 
was a ferment of new ideas, new 
theories, and a rising tide of 
intellectual energy. 
Emerson 
thougli not a ready speaker, 
found himself in demand as a 
lecturer, and the lectures were 
later 
shaped into essays for 
publication. 
To the plain square house on 
the Boston 
turnpike came all 
sorts of people with ideas and 
theories which they were eager 
to 
expound, 
sometimes very 
tiresomely. But these were the 
years when the best friendships 
were 
made, 
also—Margaret 
Fuller, Bronson Alcott, Ellery 
Channing, Henry Thoreau, Na­ 
thaniel Hawthorne. 
INTERESTED IN BROOK FARM 


One of the theories most prev­ 
alent and most discussed during 
these years was the value of 
manual 
labor to the thinker. 
Brook Farm was founded so that 
intellectual 
men and women 
might work with their hands, and 
have 
high 
conversation and 
great thoughts. 
Emerson was 
greatly interested In the exper­ 
iment but he would not join it. 
He wished to be convinced, he 
said; he would have liked to be 
carried away with enthusiasm, 
as many of his friends were; 
but it seemed to him only mov­ 
ing from a small hen-coop into 
a larger one, and what he wanted 
was to escape coops altogether. 
When Henry Thoreau came to 
live in the Emerson household 
in 1841, Emerson gained a new 
enthusiasm for gardening. He 
wrote to his brother that "Thor- 
eau's skill amazed him, and he 
"worked with him as he should 
not without him ." In another 
letter he reported that he had 
quite deserted his books, and 
“ did 
hoe 
corn and wheel a 
wheelbarrow for whole says to­ 
gether." 
But presently he re­ 
linquished the garden to Thor- 
eau’s skillful hands, only oc­ 
casionally working off there his 
irritations of "too much sitting, 
too much talking." 
Later on, he went to Europe 
on a lecturing tour, leaving 
Thoreau in charge at home. He 
mentions the garden in his let­ 
ters home — "Tell Henry to 
make a good planting of mel­ 
ons," and so on. 
HELP FROM A GARDENER 
Still later on there was a gar­ 
dener, Hugh, whose addiction to 
the bottle interfered a good deal 
with his efficiency, but who fur­ 
nished the essayist with some 
good observations for his writ­ 
ing. 
Emerson was inclined to 
be an abstract thinker, and he 
valued all the images he could 
gather from country life; the 
metaphors, 
the 
figures of 
speech. These carne readily to 
Thoreau, for he was a part of 
nature, but Emerson was an 
envious alien. 
He felt himself superior in his 
new 
knowledge, 
however, to 
such w riters as Pope andjohn- 
son and Addison, for they wrote, 
he said, "as if they had never 


seen the face of the country, 
but had only read of trees and 
rivers in books." They had not 
lived at the edge of a village 
and had garden and orchard as 
he had. 
"The striped fly that 
eats 
our 
squash 
and melon 
vines, the rose bug, the corn 
worm, the red old leaf of the 
vines that entices the eye to new 
search for the lurking straw­ 
berry, the thicket and the little 
bowers of the pea-vine, 
the 
signs of ripeness and hints of the 
garden, these grave city w riters 
never 
knew. 
Did they 
ever 
prick their fingers on the thorn 
of a gooseberry? Did they ever 
hear the squeak of a bat and see 
his flittering? 
But he knew that gardening was 
not his work. 
Pondering the 
idea that every man should work 
in the soil, he wondered if a 
sailor should "scrape together 
what dust and refuse he can find 
on deck, and dibble in a flower 
pot, or shall he learn to use 
the ropes to stand at the wheel, 
to reef a sail and draw a fish 
out of the sea ...?" 
This observation about garden­ 
ing 
was 
written in his later 
years; 
"With brow bent, with firm In­ 
tent, the scholar leaves his 
desk to draw a freer breath and 
get a juster statement of his 
thought, in the garden-walk. He 
stoops to pull up a purslain or 
a dock that is choking the young 
corn, and finds there are two; 
close behind the last is a third; 
he reaches out his hand to a 
fourth; 
behind 
that are four 
thousand and one. He is heated 
and untuned, and by and by wakes 
up 
from 
his idiot dream of 
chickweed and red-root to re­ 
member his morning thought, 
and to find that, with his ada­ 
mantine purpose, he has been 
duped by a dandelion. 
A gar­ 
den is like one of those perni­ 
cious machineries we read of 
every month in the newspapers, 
which catch a man's coat-sklrt 
or his hand and draw In his 
arm , his leg, and his whole body 
to irrestible destruction."

John Higgins, veteran convict 
with a 30-year crim inal record, 
now charged with robbing a Cali­ 
fornia liank two weeks 
after 
his release 
from prison, has 
been added to the FBI's list of 
Ten Most Wanted Fugitives. 
Higgins was released from 
the Arkansas State Penitentiary 
Jan. 28, after serving a five- 
year sentence for burglary and 
grand larceny. He immediately 
traveled to Southern California 
to live with relatives and before 
noon on Feb. 15, 1965,allegedly 
entered 
the 
Covina, 
Calif., 
Branch of the Crocker-Citlzens 
National 
Bank where he took 
$774 from a liank teller at the 
point of a .38 caliber snub­ 
nosed revolver. 
Hie bandit then swiftly left 
the liank, entered a parked car 
and sped away. The getaway 
c a r, registered to a relative 
of Higgins, was later found a 
short distance from the lank. 
Upon identification of Higgins 
a s the alleged bank robber, a 
federal warrant was issued for 
his a rre s t on February 16,1965, 
at Los /Angeles, charging him 
with lank robbery. 
Higgins, 
who 
is 
an 
ex­ 
perienced cook and an 
ac­ 
complished trumpet player who 
played in a prison band, was 
first imprisoned in tile State 
of Washington in 1935 following 
conviction for burglary and auto 
theft. In 1936, he was arrested 
in Washington for parole viola­ 
tion and later that year was sen­ 
tenced 
to a 15-year term in 
the Washington State Reforma­ 
tory at Monroe following con­ 
viction for grand larceny. Be­ 
tween 1942 and 1947 Higgins 
served in the Navy. 
In January, 1956, he was con­ 
victed in Texas for Hie inter­ 
state transportation of a stolen 
automobile and given a two- 
year sentence in Federal cus­ 
tody. He vas released on Sep­ 
tem ber 26, 1957, and the fol­ 
lowing day stole a car in Dallas, 
Texas. A rrested 
at Wichita, 
Kansas, a few days later, he 
was subsequently convicted for 
assaulting an officer and for 
the interstate transportation of 


a stolen car. 
Given an additional three-year 
term on the latter charge, he 
was confined at the United States 
Penitentiary at Leavenworth, 
Kansas, until December, 1959, 
when he was given a mandatory 
release. Four months later he 
violated the term s of his re ­ 
lease and was sentenced to six 
months' confinement for unau­ 
thorized use of an automobile. 
In 
September, 1960, he was 
returned to Federal custody as 
a conditional release violator 
and 
remained 
confined until 
A pril, 1961. 
O ie month later he was a r ­ 
rested 
in Bentonville, Arkan­ 
sas, on a burglary and grand 
larceny charge and, upon con­ 
viction, given a 15-year sen­

Penitentiary at Grady 
until 
July, 1962. In October, 1962, 
he was returned to

Arkansas State Penitentiary on 
burglary charges and remained 
confined until January 28,1965. 
Higgins, who is known as

heavy drinker of alcoholic bev­ 
erages, was reportedly born on 
October 4, 1913, at Lynn, Mas­ 
sachusetts. He is 5*8” to 5*9" 
tall, weighs 140 to 160 pounds, 
has

medium build, blue eyes

brown, graying hair. He has a

In Soviet Russia 


War Baffling 
Experience For LBJ

P \ RIS 
(AP)—The 
liberal 
uprising of Soviet writers and 
artists has 
roached a 
point 
where apparently it cannot l>e 
reversed. 
Despite periodic setbacks So­ 
viet writers and artists have 
gained a measure of freedom 
that is making them more and 
more a political problem for the 
Soviet regime. 
It still is the announced pur­ 
pose of the Communist party to 
oblige writers to help educate 
the peojile in the direction of 
communism, to support party 
discipline, and to avoid those 
liberal tendencies found in the 
West. 
By their own initiative, writ­ 
ers and artists and musicians 
have put a new interpretation 
on their duty. It is to act as the 
vanguard leading the country 
away from the old and toward 
the new. 
This corresjiondent has spent 
the major part of the pa st seven 
years in the Soviet Union, and 
the changes in that period are 
important. 
By a curious turn, the whole 
recent tendency of the country 
is to revive a respect for what is 
old and historic in the country, 
and to denounce what is old in 
communism. Except for the pe­ 
riod when Lenin was in control, 
a short period, most of the rest 
of the nearly half century of 
communism is under critical 
fire. This includes the Stalin era 
and is beginning to include the 
succeeding eight years when 
Khrushchev was dominant. 
This doesn't mean that the 
writers and artists find commu­ 
nism itself bad, although a few 
talk bitterly about life under 
oarty rule. It simply means that 
they want to see changes. 
The setback of the present is 
serious, but liberals are not too 
greatly depressed by it. Two 
respected writers are awaiting 
trial on charges of publishing 
matter abroad which the party 
leaders considered harmful to 
the cause. They are Andrei Si- 
nyavsky, critic and writer for 
the liberal Moscow magazine 
New World; and Yuli Daniel, a 
Leningrad literary translator. 
Both are 40. 
Five years ago anyone jailed 
for his writing would have found 
his friends abandoning him in 
fear they might also be in­ 
volved. 
But 
not 
now. 
Si- 
nyavsky's wife is being enter­ 
tained by friends in Moscow and 
sympathy is expressed for Hie 
two men. 
A group of poets denounced 
under Khrushchev were permit­ 
ted last month to make a trip to 
Paris for a public recital of 
their poetry. Such a permit is a 
badge of merit in the Soviet Un­ 
ion. 
The most important in the 
group 
was 
Alexander Tvar- 
dovsky, editor of New World 
which has published two of the 
most daring attacks on the old 
regime under Stalin. 
One was Alexander Solzhenit­ 
syn's novel, “A Day in the Life 
of Ivan Denisovich," an expo­ 
sure of the brutalities of the 
Stalin prison camps. The other 
was the series of memoirs of 
Ilya Ellenburg, carrying the 
implication that a lot of people 
still living had something to do 
with what went on under Stalin, 
or at least knew what was going 
on. 


Ellenburg published the most 
dramatic part of his memoirs in 
New World in 1963. He reported 
som e of the conditions under 
Stalin and said he had learned 
to live under the dictator "with 
my teeth clenched, mastering 
the most difficult of the arts— 
the art of silence." 


Both Khrushchev and Leonid 
Ilyichev, then chief of party agi­ 
tation and propaganda, flew at 
him. 


What distinguished Ehrenburg 
in that dark hour, besides what 
he wrote, was that he made no 
apology. Where some others 
cracked under the p ressu p , 
Ehrenburg again gritted his 
teeth and remained silent. 
Now even some of the papers, 
such as the Communist party 
organ Pravda, are defending 
the right of writers to create 
characters who are not Horatio 
Alger heroes of Socialist real- 
ism . 


Khrushchev, then in power, 
cracked down on him, but not 
for long. 
There have been other cold 
snaps since then, but winter 
seems unlikely to return.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Tile 
war in Viet Nam is President 
Johnson's most lam ing experi­ 
ence and in the end it may do 
him more political damage than 
anything that ever happened to 
him. 
He Ivas had great success, in 
the Senate and White House, 
persuading 
people 
he could 
reach by phone or in Pierson. 
And for most of his political life 
his problems were those at 
home. 
But Viet Nam is half-way 
around the world and the Com­ 
munists there are out of reach. 
And they won't listen. 
And here at home, unless 
there is a settlement in the war 
before the I960 congressional 
elections, the Repul>licans are 
sure to make it a big issue in 
the campaigns. He can rem em ­ 
ber President Harry S. Truman 
and the Korean War. 
One example of how much 
direct contact means to Johnson 


came Wednesday at the end of 
his two-day conversation with 
Pakistan's 
President Moham­ 
med Ayug Klian. 
American relations with Pak­ 
istan had become a little rocky 
since the Indian-Pakistani war 
this year when there were anti- 
American 
demonstrations in 
Pakistan and each side com­ 
plained the other was using 
weapons supplied by this coun­ 
try. 
Johnson and Khan wound up 
their 
conversation 
with 
an 
agreement to deal directly with 
each other in the future on mat­ 
ters of common interest. 
Bill D, Moyers, White House 
press secretary, said the two 
men had discussed the mis­ 
understandings 
that had im­ 
peded communications between 
them in the past but that now 
the communications seem clear 
again. 
Johnson 
and 
Secretary 
of 
State Dean Rusk on one side, 
and the North Vietnamese on 
tile other, in making their sepa­ 


rate declarations on how the 
war could >e ended were not 
talking to each other directly 
but at each other. 
In the process they have ap­ 
parently talked them selves into 
a dead end since the terms each 
side laid down almost certainly 
would require the other to sur­ 
render, with no out. 
Johnson has to lie concerned 
to some extent about the anti­ 
war groups in tilts country be­ 
cause, although to a limited de­ 
gree, they reflect divided opin­ 
ion in this country. 
He may feel it necessary to 
keep them in mind as he pon­ 
ders actions to win the w ar,ac­ 
tions which will havetobem ore 
drastic than any taken so far if 
Hie war is to be finished. 


But his real political problem 
at home will be the Republicans 
if the war drags. This week 
their congressional leaders and 
some of their governors issued 
a unanimous declaration urging 
Johnson to stronger action. 
The Republicans climbed on

within 
two 
months after the start of the 
Korean War in 19:10, which was 
a congressional election year. 
They made a declaration then 
and made the war an election 
issue. 
They continued making it an 


issue all through 1951 and it 
boiled over in the 1952 presiden­ 
tial campaign which Dwight D. 
Elsenhower won after promis­ 
ing to go to Korea tf elected. 
The destre to deprive the Re­ 
publicans of an issue would, by 
itself, l»e a big incentive for 
Johnson to redouble his efforts 
next year to settle the war.

Again, on the plus side, in a 
somewhat mysterious manner, 
is the case of Valery Tarsis.

Telephones I 
Have Known 


Elizabeth Pond In the Christian 
Science Monitor 
Telephones 
everywhere have 
their own special character. 
I cannot comment on American 
telephones, of course, because 
I lived too close to them for too 
long and have lost all perspec­ 
tive. 
But British pones strike 
me 
as being 
rather humane, 
first of all in not swallowing 
your money before you have 
the 
desired 
connection, and 
second in permitting you 
to 
speak with the operator or in­ 
formation even lf you don't have 
the proper telephone coin. They 
give you the felling somehow 
that no matter how down and out 
you might be, you always have a 
friend you can talk to. 
French telephones—well, the 
less said, the better. My pro­ 
blem here always seemed to be 
a surplus of telephone tokens 
that are absolutely useless for 
any 
other 
function, and ab­ 
solutely useless for any other 
solutely irredeemable unless 
you can track down the extract 
you can track down the exact 
same clerk who sold them to 
you last Thursday and persuade 
him to remember you and take 
back the excess. 
When I think of Austrian tele­ 
phones I involuntarily visualize 
the err Ie little dial that begins 
creeping across the horizon the 
instant you life the receiver, and 
continues its inexorable journey 
regardless 
of when—-or whe­ 
ther—people at the other end 
answer. 
You can thus see the 
approach of the irrevocable end 
of your three minutes, but you 
are powerless to forestall it. 
A second schilling is accepted 
gratefully 
by the box, but no 
quid pro quo is forthcoming. 
You have no choice but to talk 
faster and foster as the needle 
approaches the finish line and 
hope the folk on the other end 
of the wire will understand your 
sudden Inarticulateness. 
With Austrian telephones too, 
I recall that the caller can hear 
the answerer just by listening 
but that in order to make him­ 
self audible he must press a 
little button. I perpetually for­ 
got to do this and always ended 
up shouting 
“hellohellohello- 
hello" into the mouthpiece In 
a frantic effort to prevent the 
answerer from hanging up on 
my last schilling. 
Polish telephones are reason­ 
ably 
reliable, but they have a 
tendency to connect you with 
unknown 
and unexpected per­ 
sonages. 
In your eagerness to 
find someone who speaks Eng­ 
lish, French, or Russian you 
are apt to forget to verify at 
the outset that you really are 
speaking with the Composers 
Union 
and 
not the Butchers 
Union, and it may take you un­ 
til the fourth butcher to find 
out that the number of 
the 
Composers 
Union has 
been 
changed 
since the phone book 
was issued. 
The telephone I really want to 
talk about, however, are Czech 
telephones. 
Now the first and most impor­ 
tant thing to remember about a 
Czech telephone Is that it is 
not— repeat, 
not—an instru­ 
ment of communication. 
It Is 
a one-armed bandit, pure and 
sim ple. 
The proper approach 
is to realize that occasionally 
you will reach your party, but 
that when this does occur it is 
a 
privilege 
granted by the 
machine rather than a human 
right Inherently possessed. 
But perhaps I should proceed 
chronologically. Tile necessary 
prelude to a phone call in Czech­ 
oslovakia Is to find a phone 
booth with one person using it 
and no one else waiting. 
The 
prerequisite of not having a 
lot of people waiting is obvious, 
but the 
necessity for having 
someone already in the booth 
is perhaps not so clear. It is 
really very important, however, 
for lf you find an empty phone 
booth, your chances are about 
99-to-l that it doesn't work. 
Now when Czech phones don't 
work, they do so with finesse. 
They don't make odd noises, 
nor do they forswear sound alto­ 
gether. 
They give the normal 
tone, in fact, but they continue 
to give the normal tone after 
every 
digit 
you 
dial. The 
stranger is frequently slow to 
grasp the significance of this 
ominous normality. 
Further 
complications 
are 
added by the fact that the phone 
which does not respond now may 
very well respond two seconds 
from now. 
Or it may prefer a 
different lntial digit than 
the 
one you have requested of it. 


And so you must coax 
the 
phone, or perhaps just though- 
ful dialing to let the phone know 
you are really concentrating all 
your attention on it and not let­ 
ting your mind wander care­ 
lessly 
to what you are going 
to say lf a 10-year-old child 
answers who speaks nothing ex­ 
cept Czech. 
Occasionally banging will re­ 
store a 25-hella ( Ithtnk that's 
the word) piece that has been 
unjustly 
sequestered by the 
telephone—sometimes this may 
resotre other People's hellasto 
you as well—but it it my ex­ 
perience that banging will never 
restore telephones to operating 
condition. 
If anything, it tends 
to make them disgruntled, 
And, of course, by now there 
is at least one person fidgeting 
outside the phone booth, looking 
as lf he has to call the 
fire 
department or the secret police 
or 
his 
mother-in-law. 
By 
about the tenth repetition of 
retrieving the 25 hellas from 
the return box and inserting it 
in the slot again, you begin to 
feel a little selfish, trust the 
coin In your pocket, give one 
last glare at the telephone, and 
with your successor good luck. 
By now you are ready for the 
final step of any attempted tele­ 
phone call In Czechoslovakia. 
You take out a map of the city, 
determine 
the location of the 
person you are trying to call, 
and 
walk there. 
Czech tele­ 
phones foster a great deal of 
sight-seeing. 


Look For 
The Label 


Look for the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture label on poultry 
to be sure of wholesome, fine 
quality foods. 
USDA 
provides two easily 
spotted signs of 
assurance 
for poultry purchasers - -t h e 
round inspection mark and the 
shield-shaped grade mark. And, 
before any dressed poultry can 
wear these “ badges," they must 
be checked by USDA’s 
Con­ 
sumer and Marketing Service. 
All poultry and poultry prod­ 
ucts shipped across state lines 
must by law be inspected for 
wholesomeness. 
And 
since 
m ost poultry is raised In fair­ 
ly concentrated areas, most 
Iblrds in food stones will be 
wearing the inspection mark. 
This round inspection label 
Indicates that the bird or poul­ 
try product has been examined 
for wholesomeness and that the 
bird 
has been dressed in 
a 
plant which meets strict sani­ 
tary specifications. 
The shield - shaped badge is 
a sign that CAMS graders have 
checked the bird against quality 
standards, uniform natlonwlse. 
Grading for quality Is not re­ 
quired, so not all Inspected 
birds will bear this mark. 
However, 
these grade stan­ 
dards are established in co­ 
operation with the poultry trade. 
Grading service 
Is requested 
by many firms and many re­ 
tailers sell only USDA graded 
poultry and poultry parts. 
According to these standards, 
the topmost quality poultry — 
marked U.S. Grade A — will 
be 
full - fleshed 
and meaty, 
well-finished 
and 
attractive 
in appearance.

Germany Prepares 
Art Fraud Case 


BONN, 
Germany

preparing an

fraud case involving an art col­ 
lection that vanished in World 
War n. 
Held as chief suspect is Dr. 
Hans Deutsch, an Israeli law­ 
yer, publisher and philanthro­ 
pist. His bail of $3 million is the 
highest ever demanded in Ger­ 
many. 
The state prosecutor's office 
says Deutsch, 59, is under sus­ 
picion of having fraudulently ob­ 
tained $4.4 million in claiming 
restitution from the Bonn gov­ 
ernment. 
Deutsch is alleged to have 
submitted false evidence that 
the Nazis in 1944 stole 200 
French im pressionist paintings 
and 650 prints collected by Bar­ 
on 
Ferenez Hatvany, prewar 
“ sugar king" of Hungary. 
CXi behalf of the heirs of Bar­ 
on Hatvany, Deutsch presented 
a $105-million bill, based 
on 
estim ates by two art experts. 
Prosecution 
investigators, 
who so ter have questioned 115 
w itnesses in many countries, 
seek to prove that the paintings 
were hauled off by Soviet troops 
when they captured Budapest. 
They contend that the Hatva­ 
ny collection was far le ss valua­ 
ble than Deutsch claimed. 
The 
investigations 
have 
prompted a German court to 
rule at three preliminary hear­ 
ings that Deutsch is under "ur­ 
gent suspicion" of fraud. No 
formal charge has been filed. In 
German practice this is not unu­ 


sual, particularly in a corrmlex 
case. 
Deutsch has denied all accu­ 
sations. 
He took over the Hatvany 
case after successfully repre­ 
senting two other aristocratic 
fam ilies in restitution matters, 
Poland's Prince Radziwill and 
France's 
Baron 
Edmond de 
Rothschild. 
Lawyers 
for 
Deutsch say he collected high 
fees for his efforts, but much of 
the money went to humanitari­ 
an 
projects. 
These included 
funds for a prize for people con­ 
tributing to the idea of Euro­ 
pean unity. 


Austrian 
Chancellor 
Josef 
Klaus sat on the board adminis­ 
tering the prize. The first award 
in 1963 went to Spanish philoso­ 
pher Salvador de Madariaga. 
The designated 1964 winner was 
the French culture minister, 
Andre Malraux. Before the cer­ 
emony was scheduled, Deutsch 
was arrested Nov. 3,1964. 
The arrest stunned pnilan- 
thropic and legal circles where 
Deutsch enjoyed a high reputa­ 
tion. He holds the honorary title 
of professor awarded him by 
Austria and all 
documents in 
the case refer to him as Prof. 
Dautsch, a top honor in the aca­ 
demic-minded world of German­ 
speaking people. 
By the time of his arrest, 
Deutsch had collected slightly 
more than half of the $8.75 mil­ 
lion settlement on the Hatvany 
claim on which he and the gov­ 
ernment agreed in 1962.

days from freedom and toward a 
government -directed economy. 
One of the foundation stones of 
this Republic was the right of 
the states to conduct their elec­ 
tions as they saw fit. Ll the new 
Voting Rights Bill, federal gov­ 
ernment has now established a 


precedent 
for depriving the 
states of that basically impor­ 
tant function.

There is some 
truth in the statement, but Ne­

were rapidly acquiring: 
the right to vote before the so­ 
called Voting Rights Bill was 
passed. 
With a little patience

Taft-Hartley 
Law, 
Congress 
made it necessary for the indiv­ 
idual workman to knuckle under 
to the unions in order to retain 
his job. 
This is a species of 
slavery 
and 
it tears a great 
hole in the fabric of freedom 
which has meant so much to us 
all, 
and 
has contributed so 
greatly to the prosperity 
and

achieved in this nation. 
The third great defeat offree- 
dom in these last days was the 
passage of the Medicare Bill, 
which opens the way for uncon­ 
scionable chiseling by those who 
do not need assistance with their 
medical problems, and by those 
who find ways of getting far 
more than they are entitled to 
under the provisions of the Law.

fact, there is every reason to 
expect, that the same develop­ 
ment will take place in 
our 
country. 
But 
if the 
Social Security 
“ take*' climbs to anything like 
that figure, it will absorb most 
of the money which our people 
otherwise would save. It will, 
therefore, 
tend 
to dry up 
savings, and greatly to reduce 
capital accumulation. 
And 
lf 
capital is not accumulated 
in 
large 
proportions, progress 
will cease and retrogression 
toward 
lower production and 
hard times will come upon us.

NEW YORK — Many savers 
as well as borrowers 
will be 
affected by the rise 
in inter­ 
est 
rates. Thrift institutions 
are beginning to bid higher 
for the money that savers can 
deposit. 
What the higher costs of lo r- 
rowing might do to corporate 
and consumer plans as a result 
of the Federal Reserve Board's 
raising its discount rate to 4 l/2 
per cent from 4 per cent is 
being debated before a congres­ 
sional committee. The discount 
rate is what the Fed charges 
member banks for loans. This 
sets the trend for bank loans to 
the public. 
But across the country a num­ 
ber of savers — if they have 
enough money — are being told 
they can get more returns from 
now on if they leave their mon­ 
ey with lenders for a specified 
length. In a few instances the 
yield already has risen to the 
new 
5 1/2 per cent ceiling. 
Savers also can buy bonds 
now and get higher yields 
because they pay less for them 
even though the interest rates 
are fixed. And new issues of 
bonds are expected to carry 
higher interest rates. 
Commercial banks, 
mutual 
savings banks, savings and loan 
associations are getting into the 
fight to lure in more depositors, 
or at least hold 
their own. 
The Fed says it deliberately 
left the 4 per cent ceiling or.' 
what member banks can pay on 
regular or passbook savings 
accounts which can be freely 
drawn upon. It says this was to 
keep from harming other kinds 
of savings institutions. 
But it raised to 5 1/2 per cent 
from 4 1/2 per cent what its 
member banks could pay on cer­ 
tificates of deposit and certain 
other time deposits. These are 
of large denominations and in 
the past have been used mainly 
by big corporations or financial 
institutions with a few millions 
of idle cash they can tie up for 
stated periods. 
Now, some commercial banks 
are lowering their rules on size, 
so as to let individual savers

Beware of no­ 
ticeable gaps or holes, weak or 
broken 
branches, or 
unde­ 
sirable crooks in the stem. 


Shake out 
the tree a little to 
see how it tapers, 
If the tree will be placed in 
a corner, an imperfection on 
one side can be hidden easily. 
But a middle of the room or in 
the window tree, which would 
be seen on all sides, 
should 
be more nearly perfect. 
Once 
home, cut off at least 
an inch from the butt and place 
tree in water. Keep it in water 
throughout the holidays to help 
it remain as fresh as possible.

state involvement as well. 
"We would hope that 
the 
states would be able to help the 
community mental health cen 
ters in their various program s 
by direct financial aid so that 
the program would not be fed­ 
eral-community, but would be 
federal - state - 
community 
wherever 
possible," 
Sen. 
Spradling remarked. 


The need, he continued, is for 
enabling legislation in the states 
to give the local governments 
more taxing authority, a broad­ 
er tax base in the states and 
more unfettered federal assist­ 
ance. 
"Few realize that in the long 
run and from a purely paro­ 
chial standpoint, there 
would 
lie a tremendous tax saving to 
our people if we were to enlarge 
upon 
our community 
mental 
health centers program ," 
he 
remarked. 
The senator had 
pointed out 
that 
the community 
centers 
could provide treatm ent of the 
alCQholic, the mentally ill law 
offender and others in sim ilar 
categories.

“ I was driving a two-ton truck 
with beans on it when I saw a 
car coming up behind me. Lar­ 
ry and R. L . Richards were in 
front of me in a pickup and 
were Just beginning to turn into 
R .L .'s driveway. 
“ I, too, was going to turn 
in the driveway, so I turned 
on the left signal light and 
that's when the car hit m e," 
said Barker. 
After the accident R .L .Rich­ 
ards jumped from the pickup, 
got into his 1965 Buick Sta­ 
tion wagon and followed the car 
which kept on going after col­ 
liding with the truck. 
He ran the car, a 1956 black 
and white Buick, down and was 
shot twice in the head with a 
.22 caliber pistol and beaten 
on the head with the barrel of 
the pistol. 
Barker testified that he and 
Larry Richards got in 
the 
pickup and went toward parked 
automobiles. 
“ When we got there, 
we 
blocked the road, Billie Joe 
Garrett 
was in the 
station 
wagon," he said. He got out 
waving a gun and came back and 
said: 
“ I just killed one — and I 
w'ill kill another one." 
Neither Larry Richards nor 
Barker then saw R. L . Rich­ 
ards, who was lying unconscious 
in the ditch. 
He was found about two hours 
later by Highway Patrol Ser­ 
geant Eugene Harris. 
He was taken to a hospital 
in Memphis in critical condi­ 
tion. 
Barker said that Billie Joe 
Garrett forced them to 
get 
into the station wagon with the 
gun in his back. 
“ They said they would kill 
us and our femilies if we iden­ 
tified them or that some of their 
friends would," he testified. 
When Barker said this Bil­ 
lie Joe Garrett shouted in the 
courtrooms 
“ That's a lie ." 
Ragland admonished him: 
“ Keep quiet in this court." 
Hunter introduced as evidence 
a pistol, which Barker identi­ 
fied as that waved by Billie Joe 
Garrett. 
Irby was accused of taking the 
$6 from Larry Richards a $5 
and a $1 bill. 
He asked Barker if he had 
any money and Barker testi­ 
fied that he 
told him only 
change, which they did not take. 
Larry Richards and Barker 
were let out of the station 
wagon north of New Madrid on 
a gravel road. 
They got help when they came 
upon a truck pulling out of a 
driveway. 
They and the driver went 
back to Matthews, where they 
found Sergeant H arris. They 
told him that they thought R. 
L . Richards had been killed.

Schirra, making his second re­ 
entry frc/m space, guided the 
Gemini 6 to a landing in calm 
seas only 12 miles from the 
waiting aircraft carrier Wasp. 
It was by far the best perform­ 
ance by any Gemini craft. The 
others, because of computer 
problems, missed their targets 
from 40 to 103 miles. 
Planes in the recovery force 
quickly reached Gemini 6 as it 
bobbed in the water and got the 
cheering report from the cap­ 
sule: “ We're in great shape." 
Astronauts 
Frank 
Borman 
and Jam es Lovell hoverednear- 
by in the Gemini 7 when Schir­ 
ra fired a blast of retrorockets 
that hauled Gemini 6 out of its 
orbit and dropped it into the 
grasp of 
the 
earth's atmo­ 
sphere. 
The fiery descent across the 
Pacific, 
Mexico, Texas, the 
Gulf of Mexico and Florida 
ended 
when 
a 
parachute 
dropped the space ship into the 
ocean. Planes of the recovery 
fleet had followed it in on radar. 
Navy swimmers leaped from 
a hovering helicopter to attach 
flotation devices to the space­ 
craft and keep it from sinking. 
The astronauts remained in the 
capsule awaiting the arrival of 
the Wasp. 
The spacemen brought back 
with them movies the world 
waited eagerly to see. They pic­ 
ture 
Wednesday's 
dramatic 
meeting of space ships high 
above the earth, a feat that 
took the United States a long 
way toward the goal of flight to 
the moon. 
Borman and Lovell, bearded 
and “ a little beat," waved fare­ 
well to their space companions 
and hurtled on toward another 
big goal—14 days in space. They 
will come down Saturday, hold­ 
ers of every manned space 
flight endurance record. 
Schirra, who had missed his 
target by only 
miles in his 
first re-entry during the Mer­ 
cury program in 1962, brought 
Gemini 6 down at 10:29 a.m. 
about 630 miles southwest 
of 
Bermuda. 
Borman and Lovell had hoped 
to photograph the retrorocket 
fire and the first stages of the 
Gemini 6 descent but because of 
trouble with his maneuvering 
rockets, Borman was unable to 
get into position. 


Temperatures reached possi­ 
bly 3,000 degrees on the blunt 
heat shield of the capsule in the 
final stages of re-entry as the 
pilots came in head down, the 
best steering position. 
Schirra's skill in maneuver­ 
ing Gemini 6 made the ren­ 
dezvous look easy, and words of 
praise for the feat came from 
nations around the world.

The skirmish broke an uneasy 
quiet on the ninth day of Opera­ 
tion Harvest Moon, a big Ma­ 
rine • South Vietnamese sweep 
across the rice valley 350 miles 
northeast of Saigon where a vet­ 
eran Communist regiment has 
long been operating. 
Communist terrorists struck 
again in the Saigon area. Before 
dawn, a band of Viet

tossed grenades into a Roman 
Catholic church at Nha Be, five 
miles from the city, and ma­ 
chine-gunned it, killing eight 
Vietnamese, including several 
children.

Those whose thinking is geared to 100 per 
cent pump priming, maximum federal govern­ 
ment spending and have no fears of inflation 
will rejoice in the aims of the AFL-CIO. 
In resolutions destined for approval at the 
union’s national convention in San Francisco, 
these mammoth spending proposals are pro­ 
posed: 
A 50 per cent increase in Social Security bene­ 
fits. 
No limits on wages. 
More federal spending projects to create jobs 
and boost spending power. 
More income cuts for middle and lower income 
families. 
No income taxes for those making less than 
$3,000 a year. 
Extend and enlarge medicare, which goes into 
effect next July, to include widows and children. 
Raise 
the minimum wage from $1.25 to $2 
and include farm workers in the coverage. 
These recommendations if carried out would 
be like pouring kerosene—perhaps gasoline— 
on the fires of inflation. 
Appealing as they will sound to many low and 
moderate income families, we do not believe 
that they would benefit these families. Inflation 
historically has always made life the most 
miserable for the poor and the low income 
families. 
This is a wealthy and prosperous country 
with a history of a sound currency and a stable 
economy. But its power to withstand spending 
programs is not unlimited. There is a point 
beyond which the national interest can be dam­ 
aged. 
While there isn’t any agreement where this point 
actually is, we share the feeling of the federal 
reserve board that the danger from inflation 
is great. We approve of its modest effort to 
restrain it by increasing the discount rate to 
banks, which has the tendency to raise interest 
costs to everyone. At least the approach m erits 
a trial. 
Naturally the move isn’t popular. Politicians 
are well aware of the fact that there are more 
voters who are borrowers than there are who 
are lenders. 
Of course, the San Francisco union convention 
has fully endorsed the war in Viet Nam, which 
is taking many more American dollars to finance 
than anyone would have imagined even a month 
or so ago. Spending everywhere for whatever 
purpose is endorsed warmly by the AFL-CIO. 
But the union rejects the Johnson administra­ 
tion’s proposal for wage as well as price guide­ 
lines and goes far beyond the mammoth spend­ 
ing proposals of the administration. 
We do not think the approach is sound. We do 
think it is highly inflationary and most hazardous 
to the very persons in whose names the benefits 
are sought. Besides, how can we spend more 
and more and tax less and less? 
The union chiefs are leading their members 
over the brink. We hope that the members will 
be sm art enough to see it.

this 
statistic usually tells him to vote foi it. . . 
Social evils become established because of their 
acceptance by individuals, one by one. Likewise, 
such evils wither on the vine when individuals, 
one by one, condemn them and refuse to par­ 
ticipate in their fruits.” 
When a dole gets around to you, make a deci­ 
sion. If you don’t absolutely need it, refuse it, 
thereby registering a vote of “ no confidence” in 
government domination over your life. 
Your senators and representatives in Con­ 
gress many hesitate to collect more taxes from 
you, annoy you with regulations, depreciate your 
money and wreck your business in order to pay 
you a dole of one sort or another that you don’t; 
want and won’t accept. 
Think it over.

The answer may be that nothing can be done 
but efforts should be directed to finding some 
way to reduce the fire hazard. There are many 
things that need to be done to make flying safer. 
The problem of human safety is not confined 
to the air. 
The Yarmouth Castle tragedy demonstrates 
the need for more rigorous safety standards on 
foreign ships. 
Passengers on that ship obviously were never 
very safe although the ship had recently passed 
a safety check. 
Present requirements are too low. 
The dimension of the problem is illustrated by 
the fact that in 1964 almost 200,000 Americans 
sailed to Nassau in the Bahamas alone, almost 
99 per cent of them on foreign ships. 
There remains another problem. 
It has been our observation that passengers 
on both planes and ships do not pay much 
attention to safety drills. 
Solution? 
Make passengers take and pass tests before 
they embark. Their lives would be safer if they 
did.

On August 20, 1935, addressing 
the Seventh World Congress of 
the Communist International In 
Moscow, Georgl Dimitrov, In­ 
ternational 
secretary, stated 
the com munlst plan for de stroy - 
ing and capturing 
capitalist 
countries from within: 
“ Comrades, you 
remember 
the ancient tale of the capture 
of Troy. Troy was Inaccessible 
to the armies attacking her, 
thanks 
to her 
Impregnable 
walls; and the attacking army, 
after suffering many sacrifices, 
was unable to achieve victory 
until with the aid of the famous 
Trojan horse it managed to 
penetrate to the very heart of the 
enemies’ camp. 
We revolu­ 
tionary workers, it appears to 
me, should not be shy about 
using the same tactics. . . .” 
The Communist Party, USA, 
adopted a new charter In 1938, 
which called for American com­ 
munists to realize “ In practice 
the Instructions of Comrade 
Dimitrov, who called on us. . . 
to learn as quickly 
as pos­ 
sible. . . ” 
Within a few days, this “ Tro­ 
jan horse” policy was put Into 
effect, when the communists 
began 
to sing our 
national 
anthem along with their revo­ 
lutionary songs, and to fly our 
flag with their red banners. 
The Dally Worker explained, 
on July 4, 1938: “ When we 
sing the Star-Spangled Banner 
and the Internationale together, 
when we decorate our platform 
today with the American flag and 
the red flag of the Socialist 
revolution. . .this is the way we 
express the fusion of our Com­ 
munist program for socialism 
and the American tradition.” 
That this “ Trojan horse” 
strategy has been effective Is 
attested to by the spectacle, 
three decades later, of com­ 
munist-led riots on our college 
campuses and mass “ protest” 
marches, fronted by commu­ 
nists and their sympathizers, 
trampling private and public 
property and disrupting com­ 
merce.

WASHINGTON — The Virgin 
Islands, discovered by Colum­ 
bus in 1495, are the tiniest 
and the loveliest appendages 
to the United States. 
But ever since Herbert Hoover 
called them *‘an effective poor- 
house,” various governors, be­ 
ginning with my father, the 
first civilian governor, 
have 
been trying to improve the Is­ 
lands’ economy. Tourist trade 
is a big help in this direction, 
but tourism flourishes in the 
winter, lapses in the summer, 
and the islanders have to eat 
both winter and summer. 
Therefore a certain amount 
of industry has been encouraged 
to come to the Islands, including 
two woolen companies, Vitex 
and Kent, which waterproof Ital­ 
ian - made cloth, then send it 
duty-free to the continental Uni­ 
ted States. 
This has raised the ire of the 
powerful 
wool bloc, which 
seems to send shivers up and 
down the spinal cord of sin­ 
cere Secretary of Commerce 
John T. Connor, and in turn 
palpitates the heart of genial 
islands Gov. Ralph Paiewonsky, 
who 
has drastically cut the 
woolen quota into the United 
States. 
To try to reinstate the quota 
to what it was before these 
palpitations of fright 
per­ 
meated 
the Caribbean, Mrs. 
Helen Blumberg, representing 
Vitex, talked to Paul McGowan, 
Washington attorney. McGowan 
is the representative of the Vir­ 
gin Islands legislature, a good 
friend of Speaker John McCor­ 
mack and of powerful Rep. Mike 
Kirwan, I>Ohio, who in turn is 
the father of John Kirwan, In 
charge of Virgin Islands affairs 
at the interior department. 
McGowan wanted a legal fee of 
$100,000 
if he succeeded in 
upping the quota, with an initial 
retainer of at least $5,000. 
EXPLOSIVE LAWYER 
When I looked into the matter 
and advised Mrs. Blumberg that 
government bureaucracy could 
act without hiring a Washington 
lobbyist, McGowan hastily with­ 
drew from the case. 
Subsequently 
he telephoned 
Dev O’Neill, photographer hired 
by the Democratic National 
committee to work on Capitol 
Hill and who had accompanied 


Mrs. Blumberg when she called 
on McGowan. 
McGowan was quite upset. 
“ I hear I am going to be in 
Drew Pearson’s column tomor­ 
row,” he exploded. “ I just want 
you to know that if that’s the 
case, you’re fired. I am too big 
a man to have my name thrown 
around. I’ve got a lot of friends 
around here. I’m the Speaker’s 
friend. I’m a friend of Mike 
Kirwan’s. Just one word about 
me in Pearson’s column 
and 
yoq’re fired.” 
When I checked on the rela­ 
tionship between Speaker Mc­ 
Cormack and McGowan, I found 
that it was true they were good 
friends; also that McGowan is 
close 
to Congressman 
Mike 
Kirwan. However, I am quite 
sure that kindly Speaker Mc­ 
Cormack would never permit 
the firing of anyone because 
of vengeance on the part of a 
Washington legal - lobbyist. 
At any rate, regardless 
of 
vengeance or lobbyists, the sto­ 
ry of the welfare of the Virgin 
Islands and what they have to 
do 
to influence the right of­ 
ficials in Washington in order 
to 
feed their people is im­ 
portant. 
To get the full story I talked 
to Secretary of Commerce Con­ 
nor, who being relatively new 
at the job did not know much 
about the Virgin Islands or its 
quotas. He passed the buck back 
to Gov. Paiewonsky, who he said 
had the power to fix 
wool 
quotas. This is true. 
But when I talked to Gov. 
Paiewonsky on the long distance 
telephone, he passed the buck 
back to Secretary Connor. He 
made it clear he was not going 
to move unless the secretary of 
commerce recommended it. 
With both officials passing the 
buck to each other, I went to 
see the commerce department 
official immediately in charge 
of quotas, Arthur Tendler. He 
was noncommittal when I talked 
to him. But when talking to Vir­ 
gin Island representatives 
he 
explained that the wool bloc 
was very powerful and that Sec­ 
retary of Commerce Connor 
was worried about it. 
TOUCHY WOOL BLOC 
“ If you can show the secretary 
how to increase the Virgin Is­ 
lands wool quota without ex­ 


citing the woolen bloc, it’s o.k. 
with me,” said Tendler. 
Tendler is right. The woolen 
bloc has long been one of the 
most powerful in the United 
States. It was so powerful that 
Ezra Taft Benson, Secretary of 
Agriculture under Eisenhower 
and a vigorous critic of the 
Brannan 
Plan, 
eventually 
adopted the Brannan Plan for 
wool. The Wall Street Journal 
dubbed it “the Brannan Plan in 
sheep’s clothing.” 
The wool lobby also was so 
strong in the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration that it succeeded 
in upping the tariffs on wool 
from 
Uruguay, 
despite the 
most-favored - nation treaty 
with that very friendly, demo­ 
cratic country. 
In the last month, various big 
manufacturers 
and retailers 
have written the commerce de­ 
partment 
asking 
for an in­ 
creased importation of water­ 
proofed wool, otherwise known 
as “ outerwear,” for use In the 
manufacture 
of hunting and 
sports jackets. 
Montgomery Ward on Nov. 24 
wrote the secretary of com­ 
merce; “ In order to supplement 
the shortage of domestic pro­ 
duction 
on these fabrics I 
strongly urge that considera­ 
tion be given to increase sub­ 
stantially the existing quotas 
from the Virgin Island 
as 
quickly as possible.” 
The Fox Knapp Manufactur­ 
ing Co. of New York City also 
wrote the commerce 
depart­ 
ment: “ After 40 years in the 
manufacturing 
of men’s and 
boy’s outwear, we ran into a 
most 
frustrating experience 
during this year because 
of 
the lack of sufficient supply of 
reprocessed wool melton fab­ 
rics.” 
The Pee r-C raft Corp. of New 
York City also wrote tie com­ 
merce department: ‘T o r the 
past few years domestic pro­ 
duction of fabrics for these gar­ 
ments (outerwear) has not been 
adequate to meet the demand.” 
The 
Four Star Sportswear 
Company, 
and the National 
Outwear and Sportwear Asso­ 
ciation wrote similar letters. 
Despite this, commerce offi­ 
cials still seem to shake with 
fear at any thought of tangling 
with the wool bloc. 


Humphrey confers secretly 
with Reuther To push him into 
state dept, planning 
SAN FRANCISCO — Early last 
Saturday morning, Hubert Hum­ 
phrey’s secret service guards 
were notified to permit Walter 
Reuther to enter the vice presi­ 
dent’s hotel Fairmont suite. 
From that moment on, the mys­ 
tery bubbled In this city where 
the nation’s 900 most influential 
labor leaders have been con­ 
ferring on high level foreign 
and domestic policies. 
Now, some days later a hand­ 
ful of truly informed men be­ 
lieve they’ve cracked the mys­ 
tery on the private talk between 
the Vice President of the U. S. 
and the one man he singled out 
of all the other union chiefs. 
Men 
who are 
considered 
amongst the best informed In 
the U. S. have heard that Mr. 
Humphrey eagerly is pushing 
the redhaired auto union leader 
Into the top areas of State Dept, 
global policy and strategy — 
planning. 
It is 
understood that the 
vice president wants Reuther 
named to the powerfully - In­ 
fluential State Dept, planning 
board. R does not have deci­ 
sion - making powers. But It 
does Influence the president, 
the White House staff, the Pen­ 
tagon and the secretary of state. 
It would be the first time a la­ 
bor leader was named to such 
a board, if Mr. Humphrey does 
get the Detroiter onto It. 
There seems to be little doubt 
In the ultra-high echelon labor 
circles that Mr. Humphrey will 
get his old friend and long time 
political colleague 
Into State 
Dept, activity — although Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Rusk was 
surprised to hear the news 
when questioned here. 
The dynamic auto union chief 
long has been immersed in for­ 
eign affairs and has rarely re­ 
turned from frequent confer­ 
ences with labor leaders abroad 
without requesting an appoint­ 
ment with President Johnson for 
a de-briefing. 
Now that many governments 
abroad 
are headed by labor 
leaders and former labor law­ 
yers on at least four continents, 
Mr. Reuther’s Interests have 
deepened and his talks in Wash­ 
ington have increased. 
He does not see eye-to-eye 
with the national AFL-CIO lead­ 
e rs on a final solution in Viet 
Nam and his disagreement on 
verbiage delayed the passage of 
the Viet Nam resolution by the 
sixth constitutional AFL-CIO 
convention. 
Reuther and the labor chiefs 
back President Johnson’s pol­ 
icies, but the Detroiter wants 
more Immediate negotiations, 
while the other labor leaders 
want a smashing victory 
in 
America’s hand as a powerful 
card to be played at the nego­ 
tiations table. 
The few men here who are 
in the know see Reuther’s move 
towards the state dept, planning 
board as the first step In a long 
journey into foreign affairs.

The “ Red Head” now is 58 
years old and must retire from 
his auto union presidency in less 
than seven years. Reuther hard­ 
ly Is a man to retire and spend 
his time whittling furniture, 
which he does very well. So 
he is seen here preparing to 
play an eventual role In the In­ 
ternational conflict between the 
U. S., the Soviet Union 
and 
Communist China. 
To prepare for such far-flung 
international activity which may 
soon send him globe-trotting, 
Reuther has consolidated all his 
domestic fronts. His power nev­ 
er will be seriously challenged 
Inside the huge auto union. The 
entire high command therewith 
two exceptions are his loyal 
supporters. 
He has launched an “organize 
-the-poor” 
poverty program 
which must depend on the Uni­ 
ted Auto Workers since the 
campaign's first million dol­ 
lars is being supplied by this 
union. 
The labor organizing drives 
which have been discussed here 
are based on the industrial un­ 
ion department of which Reuth­ 
er Is president. 
And at the AFL -CIO convention 
he consolidated his final impor­ 
tant front. There now Is a pow­ 
erful bloc of AFL-CIO 
vice 
presidents who will support him 
while he is at the labor exe­ 
cutive council’s policy - mak­ 
ing sessions -- and battle for 
him when he is away. 
For days during the early part 
of the convention, It was not 
certain that he could name those 
vice presidents he wanted to fill 
the vacancies in the so-called 
young blood transfusion. 
Reuther 
wanted his good 
friend, the erudite and legally 
-trained Ralph Helsteln, presi­ 
dent of the militant Packing­ 
house Workers to be named an 
AFL-CIO vice president. Pre­ 
cedent has It that the former 
CIO leaders caucus and pick a 
successor 
to outgoing 
vice 
presidents who were CIO chiefs 
before the merger. 
Reuther called the CIO caucus 
last week. There was a battle. 
The attack against Reuther and 
Helsteln was led by big Joe Cur­ 
ran, the blunt National Mari­ 
time Union leader. Mighty harsh 
words were shouted. But Reuth­ 
er held tight until a vote was 
taken. There was a tie and he 
voted making it four to three 
for Helsteln. 
That was the most significant 
aspect of the name game and age 
counting which was marked the 
AFL-CIO “ shakeup” — 
the 
formation of a strong Reuther 
contingent made up of men who 
were close to him when he was 
president of the old CIO. 
Thus, with all his domestic 
operations under smooth con­ 
trol, Reuther can turn to ad­ 
vising the state department and 
President Johnson on foreign 
matters. 
And in some future adminis­ 
tration, perhaps one headed by 
Herbert Humphrey, he may even 
move higher. 
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Food Prices 
To Climb

NEW YORK AP — There will 
be little cheer in food bills this 
week. Wholesale food 
prices 
climbed to their highest marks 
in a decade, and already have 
spread to the m arkets. 
Fresh pork prices 
are high, 
reflecting an even greater drop 
in the pork supply than had been 
expected earlier. The supply is 
22 per cent below last year. 
In the New York metropoli­ 
tan area, pork prices are up 18 
to 24 cents a pound. On the 
West Coast, they are up 2 to 10 
cents a pound, on top of a 1 to 7 
cent increase last week. 
Beef production also is down. 
Lamb supplies are about 5 per 
cent lower than a year ago. 
Egg prices are up in some 
areas, matching increases 
in 
ham and bacon. The increase is 
due to a greater consumer de­ 
mand than expected. 
Turkey prices are resisting 
the upward trend. 
The seasonal decline in milk 
prices is expected to he short­ 
er than usual, with production 
down 
about 
1 
billion pounds 
from 19G4. 
Rain damage in Florida 
and 
California cut vegetable crops 
and raised p rices. 
Tomatoes 
generally are higher because of 
the shortage.

“ Fret and Perturbation" of 
Too Much Sitting Disappeared 
as He Worked With His Hoe, 
He Wrote — But Thoreau and 
Then a Gardener Took Over 
the Tfcsk L ater, and in Time He 
Expressed a Less Favorable 
Opinion of Tilling the Soil.

I know no means of calming 
the fret and perturbation into 
which too much sitting, too much 
talking, brings me, so perfect 
as labor,” wrote young Ralph 
Waldo Emerson in 1839. 
"I have no'^nimal spirits (by 
which he meant natural buoy­ 
ancy); 
therefore, when sur­ 
prised by company and kept in 
a 
cnair 
for many hours, my 
‘ heart sinks, my brow is clouded, 
and I think I will run for Acton 
woods 
and live 
with 
the 
squirrels henceforward. But my

garden is nearer, and my good 
hoe, as It bites the ground, re­ 
venges my wrongs, and I have 
less lust to bite my enemies. 
I confess I work at first with a 
little unnecessary venom, lay to 
a 
little unnecessary strength. 
But 
by smoothing the rough 
hillocks, I smooth my temper; 
by extracting the long roots of 
the piper grass, I draw out my 
own splinters; and in a short 
time I can hear the bobolink's 
song and see the blessed deluge 
of light and color that rolls 
around me.” 
Emerson was 36 the spring he 
made that entry in his journal, 
and had been living in the Con­ 
cord 
home 
for 
nearly four 
years. Gardening was a novelty 
to him, part of the new life he 
had begun when he brought his 
second wife, Lydia Jackson, to 
this Village of his ancestors, 
where he could dig in the earth, 
walk In the woods, and put this 
thoughts on paper, forgetting his 
earlier existence as a Boston 
clergyman. 
TO 
A NEW LIFE 
His ancestors, a whole line of 
them, had been clergymen, and 
he had been educated for that 
profession, and had been suc­ 
cessful in it; but when 
his 
young wife, Ellen, died, 
that 
life seemed to end. 
After a 
few months he parted with his 
congregation who, in spite of 
sincere liking for him, could 


not agree with his views on 
the sacraments of the church, 
and went to Europe. There he 
saw the great men of the day, 
and seemed to orient himself 
by the experience of travel. 
He came back resolved to fol­ 
low his own bent. 
Perhaps these first ten years 
in Concord (1835-1845) were the 
richest years of Em erson's life. 
Certainly they make the most 
interesting reading in his jour­ 
nals and letters. It was a stir­ 
ring time in New England; there 
was a ferment of new ideas, new 
theories, and a rising tide of 
intellectual energy. 
Emerson 
though not a ready speaker, 
found himself in demand as a 
lecturer, and the lectures were 
later 
shaped into essays for 
publication. 
To the plain square house on 
the Boston 
turnpike came all 
sorts of people with ideas and 
theories which they were eager 
to 
expound, 
sometimes very 
tiresomely. But these were the 
years when the best friendships 
were 
made, 
also—Margaret 
Fuller, Bronson Alcott, Ellery 
Channing, Henry Thoreau, Na­ 
thaniel Hawthorne. 
INTERESTED IN BROOK FARM 


One of the theories most prev­ 
alent and most discussed during 
these years was the value of 
manual 
labor to the thinker. 
Brook Farm was founded so that 
intellectual 
men and women 
might work with their hands, and 
have 
high 
conversation and 
great thoughts. Emerson was 
greatly Interested in the exper­ 
iment but he would not join it. 
He wished to be convinced, he 
said; he would have liked to be 
carried away with enthusiasm, 
as many of his friends were; 
but it seemed to him only mov­ 
ing from a small hen-coop into 
a larger one, and what he wanted 
was to escape coops altogether. 
When Henry Thoreau came to 
live in the Emerson household 
in 1841, Emerson gained a new 
enthusiasm for gardening. He 
wrote to his brother that "Thor- 
eau's skill amazed him, and he 
"worked with him as he should 
not without him." In another 
letter he reported that he had 
quite deserted his books, and 
"did 
hoe corn and wheel a 
wheelbarrow for whole says to­ 
gether.” But presently he re­ 
linquished the garden to Thor- 
eau's skillful hands, only oc­ 
casionally working off there his 
irritations of "too much sitting, 
too much talking.” 
Later on, he went to Europe 
on a lecturing tour, leaving 
Thoreau in charge at home. He 
mentions the garden in his let­ 
ters home — "Tell Henry to 
make a good planting of mel­ 
ons,’* and so on. 
HELP FROM A GARDENER 
Still later on there was a gar­ 
dener, Hugh, whose addiction to 
the bottle interfered a good deal 
with his efficiency, but who fur­ 
nished the essayist with some 
good observations for his writ­ 
ing. Emerson was inclined to 
be an abstract thinker, and he 
valued all the Images he could 
gather from country life; the 
metaphors, 
the 
figures of 
speech. These came readily to 
Thoreau, for he was a part of 
nature, but Emerson was an 
envious alien. 
He felt himself superior in his 
new knowledge, 
however, to 
such writers as Pope andjohn- 
son and Addison, for they wrote, 
he said, "as if they had never 


seen the face of the country, 
but had only read of trees and 
rivers in books." They had not 
lived at the edge of a village 
and had garden and orchard as 
he had. 
"The striped fly that 
eats our squash and melon 
vines, the rose bug, the corn 
worm, the red old leaf of the 
vines that entices the eye to new 
search for the lurking straw­ 
berry, the thicket and the little 
bowers of the pea-vlne, 
the 
signs of ripeness and hints of the 
garden, these grave city writers 
never 
knew. Did they ever 
prick their fingers on the thorn 
of a gooseberry? Did they ever 
hear the squeak of a bat and see 
his flittering? 
But he knew that gardening was 
not his work. 
Pondering the 
idea that every man should work 
in the soil, he wondered if a 
sailor should "scrape together 
what dust and refuse he can find 
on deck, and dibble In a flower 
pot, or shall he learn to use 
the ropes to stand at the wheel, 
to reef a sail and draw a fish 
out of the sea ...?" 
This observation about garden­ 
ing was written in his later 
years; 
"With brow bent, with firm in­ 
tent, the scholar leaves his 
desk to draw a freer breath and 
get a juster statement of his 
thought, in the garden-walk. He 
stoops to pull up a purs lain or 
a dock that is choking the young 
corn, and finds there are two; 
close behind the last is a third; 
he reaches out his hand to » 
fourth; behind that are four 
thousand and one. He is heated 
and untuned, and by and by wakes 
up 
from his idiot dream of 
chlckweed and red-root to re­ 
member his morning thought, 
and to find that, with his ada­ 
mantine purpose, he has been 
duped by a dandelion. A gar­ 
den is like one of those perni­ 
cious machineries we read of 
every month in the newspapers, 
which catch a man's coat-sklrt 
or his hand and draw in his 
arm, his leg, and his whole body 
to irrestlble destruction.”

Higgins was released from 
the Arkansas State Penitentiary 
Jan. 28, after serving a five- 
year sentence for burglary and 
grand larceny. He immediately 
traveled to Southern California 
to live with relatives and before 
noon on Feb. 15,1965,allegedly 
entered 
the 
Covina, 
Calif., 
Branch of the Crocker-Citizens 
National 
Bank where he took 
$774 from a liank teller at the 
point of a .38 caliber snub­ 
nosed revolver. 
The bandit then swiftly left 
the bank, entered a parked car 
and sped away. The getaway 
car, registered to a relative 
of Higgins, was later found a 
short distance from the l>ank. 
Upon identification of Higgins 
as the alleged bank robber, a 
federal warrant was issued for 
his arrest on February 16,1965, 
at Los Angeles, charging him 
with bank robbery. 
Higgins, 
who 
is 
an 
ex­ 
perienced cook and an 
ac­ 
complished trumpet player who 
played in a prison band, was 
first imprisoned in the State 
of Washington in 1935 following 
conviction for burglary and auto 
theft. In 1936, he was arrested 
in Washington for parole viola­ 
tion and later that year was sen­ 
tenced 
to a 15-year term in 
the Washington State Reforma­ 
tory at Monroe following con­ 
viction for grand larceny. Be­ 
tween 1942 and 1947 Higgins 
served in the Navy. 
In January, 1956, he was con­ 
victed in Texas for the inter­ 
state transportation of a stolen 
automobile and given a two- 
year sentence in Federal cus­ 
tody.

In Soviet Russia 


War Baffling 
Experience For LBJ 


By PRKSTON GROVER 


PARIS 
(A P)—-The 
liberal 
uprising of Soviet w riters and 
artists has 
reached a point 
where apparently it cannot be 
reversed. 
Despite periodic setbacks So­ 
viet w riters and artists have 
gained a measure of freedom 
that is making them more and 
more a political problem for the 
Soviet regim e. 
It still is the announced pur­ 
pose of the Communist party to 
oblige w riters to help educate 
the people in the direction of 
communism, to support party 
discipline, and to avoid those 
liberal tendencies found in the 
West. 
By their own initiative, writ­ 
ers and artists and musicians 
have put a new interpretation 
on their duty. It is to act as the 
vanguard leading the country 
away from the old and toward 
the new. 
This correspondent has spent 
the major part of the past seven 
years in the Soviet Union, and 
the changes in that period are 
important. 
By a curious turn, the whole 
recent tendency of the country 
is to revive a respect for what is 
old and historic in the country, 
and to denounce what is old in 
communism. Except for the pe­ 
riod when Lenin was in control, 
a short period, most of the rest 
of the nearly half century of 
communism is under critical 
fire . This includes the Stalin era 
and is beginning to include the 
succeeding eight 
years when 
Khrushchev was dominant. 
This doesn't mean that the 
w riters and artists find commu­ 
nism itself bad, although a few 
talk bitterly about life under 
oarty rule. It simply means that 
they want to see changes. 
liie setback of the present is 
serious, but liberals are not too 
jreatly depressed by it. Two 
respected w riters are awaiting 
trial on charges of publishing 
matter abroad which the party 
leaders considered harmful to 
the cause. TTiey are Andrei Si- 
nyavsky, critic and writer for 
the liberal Moscow magazine 
New World; and Yuli Daniel, a 
Leningrad literary translator. 
Both are 40. 
Five years ago anyone jailed 
for his writing would have found 
his friends abandoning him in 
fear they 
might also be in­ 
volved. 
But 
not 
now. 
Si- 
nyavsky*s wife is being enter­ 
tained by friends in Moscow and 
sympathy is expressed for the 
two men. 
A group of poetg denounced 
under Khrushchev were permit­ 
ted last month to make a trip to 
Paris for a public recital of 
their poetry. Such a permit is a 
badge of merit in the Soviet Un­ 
ion. 
The 
most important in the 
group 
was 
Alexander 
Tvar- 
dovsky, editor of New World 
which has published two of the 
most daring attacks on the old 
regime under Sialin. 
One was Alexander Solzhenit­ 
syn's novel, "A Day in the Life 
of Ivan Denisovich," an expo­ 
sure of the brutalities of the 
Stalin prison camps. The other 
was the series of memoirs of 
Ilya Ehrenburg, carrying the 
implication that a lot of people 
still living had something to do 
with what went on under Stalin, 
or at least knew what was going 
on. 


Ehrenburg published the most 
dramatic part of his memoirs in 
New World in 1963. He reported 
some of the conditions under 
Stalin and said he had learned 
to live under the dictator "with 
my teeth clenched, mastering 
the most difficult of the arts— 
the art of silence." 


Both Khrushchev and Leonid 
Ilyichev, then chief of party agi­ 
tation and propaganda, flew at 
him. 


What distinguished Ehrenburg 
in that dark hour, besides what 
he wrote, was that he made no 
apology. Where 
some others 
cracked under 
the p ressu r,, 
Ehrenburg 
again 
gritted his 
teeth and remained silent. 
Now even some of the papers, 
such as the Communist party 
organ 
Pravda, are defending 
the right of w riters to create 
characters who are not Horatio 
Alger heroes of Socialist real­ 
ism . 


Again, on the plus side, in a 
somewhat mysterious manner, 
is the case of Valery T arsis. 
Three years ago he smuggled 
out a novel called "B lu eb o ttle," 
about the hard life of intellec­ 
tuals in the Soviet Union. It was 
published in London and as a 
result Tarsus was sent to an 
Insane asylum. Released early 
in 1963 after seven months, he 
wrote a book called "W ard 7 " 
based on his life there. It also 
was published in London, and 
the money is pouring into his 
British bank account. 


He is still free in Moscow, to 
the amazement of almost every­ 
body. Moreover, he is openly 
critical of the regim e. 
Moscow continues to be one of 
the toughest spots in the world 
tor a writer or an artist, but 
little by little things are easing. 
Two years ago poet Yevgeny 
Yevtushenko told a Paris inter­ 
viewer: 
"It is spring in Russia. It is 
not 
a temporary thaw. And 
spring cannot revert to w inter." 


Khrushchev, then in power, 
cracked down on him, but not 
for long. 
There have been other cold 
snaps since then, but winter 
seems unlikely to return.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
war in Viet Nam is President 
Johnson's most baffling experi­ 
ence and in the end it may do 
him more political damage than 
anything that ever happened to 
him. 
He has had great success, in 
the Senate and White House, 
persuading 
people 
he could 
reach by phone or in person. 
And for most of his political life 
his problems were those at 
home. 
But 
Viet Nam is half-way 
around the world and the Com­ 
munists there are out of reach. 
And they won't listen. 
And here at 
home, unless 
there is a settlement in the war 
before the I960 congressional 
elections, the Republicans are 
sure to make it a big issue in 
the campaigns. He can remem­ 
ber President Harry S . Truman 
and the Korean War. 
One example of how much 
direct contact means to Johnson 


came Wednesday at the end of 
his two-day conversation with 
Pakistan's 
President Moham­ 
med Ayug Khan. 
American relations with Pak­ 
istan had become a little rocky 
since the Indian-Pakistani war 
this year when there were anti- 
American 
demonstrations in 
Pakistan and each side com­ 
plained the other was using 
weapons supplied by this coun­ 
try. 
Johnson and Khan wound up 
their 
conversation 
with 
an 
agreement to deal directly with 
each other in the future on mat­ 
ters of common interest. 
Bill D. Moyers, White House 
press secretary, said the two 
men had discussed the mis­ 
understandings 
that 
had im­ 
peded communications between 
them in the past but that now 
the communications seem clear 
again. 
Johnson 
and 
Secretary 
of 
State Dean Rusk on one side, 
and the North Vietnamese on 
the other, in making their sepa­ 


rate declarations on how the 
war could be ended were not 
talking to each other directly 
but at each other. 
In the process they have ap­ 
parently talked themselves into 
a dead end since the ter ms each 
side laid down almost certainly 
would require the other to sur­ 
render, with no out. 
Johnson has to be concerned 
to some extent about the anti­ 
war groups in this country be­ 
cause, although to a limited de­ 
gree, they reflect divided opin­ 
ion in this country. 
He may feel it necessary to 
keep them in mind as he pon­ 
ders actions to win the w ar,ac­ 
tions which will have to be more 
drastic than any taken so tor if 
the war is to be finished. 


But his real political problem 
at home will be the Republicans 
if the war drags. This week 
their congressional leaders and 
some of their governors issued 
a unanimous declaration urging 
Johnson to stronger action. 
The Republicans climbed on 
Truman's 
back 
within 
two 
months after the start of the 
Korean War in 1950, which was 
a congressional election year. 
They made a declaration then 
and made the war an election 
issue. 
They continued making it an 


issue all through 1951 and it 
boiled over in the 1952 presiden­ 
tial campaign which Dwight D. 
Eisenhower won after promis­ 
ing to go to Korea if elected. 
The desire to deprive the Re­ 
publicans of an issue would, by 
itself, be a big incentive for 
Johnson to redouble his efforts 
next year to settle the war.

You can thus see the 
approach of the Irrevocable end 
of your three minutes, but you 
are powerless to forestall it. 
A second schilling is accepted 
gratefully 
by the box, but no 
quid pro quo is forthcoming. 
You have no choice but to talk 
faster and foster as the needle 
approaches the finish line and 
hope the folk on the other end 
of the wire will understand your 
sudden Inarticulateness. 
With Austrian telephones too, 
I recall that the caller can hear 
the answerer Just by llstenii^ 
but that in order to make him­ 
self audible he must press a 
little button. I perpetually for­ 
got to do this and always ended 
up shouting 
"hellohello hello- 
hello" into the mouthpiece in 
a frantic effort to prevent the 
answerer from hanging up on 
my last schilling. 
Polish telephones are reason­ 
ably 
reliable, but they have a 
tendency to connect you with 
unknown 
and unexpected per­ 
sonages. 
In your eagerness to 
find someone who speaks Eng­ 
lish, French, or Russian you 
are apt to forget to verify at 
the outset that you really are 
speaking with the Composers 
Union 
and 
not the Butchers 
Union, and it may take you un­ 
til the fourth butcher to find 
out that the number of 
the 
Composers 
Union has 
been 
changed 
since the phone book 
was issued. 
The telephone I really want to 
talk about, however, are Czech 
telephones. 
Now the first and most impor­ 
tant thing to remember about a 
Czech telephone is that It is 
not— repeat, 
not—an instru­ 
ment of communication. 
It is 
a one-armed bandit, pure and 
simple. 
The proper approach 
is to realize that occasionally 
you will reach your party, but 
that when this does occur it is 
a 
privilege 
granted by the 
machine rather than a human 
right inherently possessed. 
But perhaps I should proceed 
chronologically. Hie necessary 
prelude to a phone call in Czech­ 
oslovakia is to find a phone 
booth with one person using it 
and no one else waiting. 
The 
prerequisite of not having a 
lot of people waiting is obvious, 
but the necessity for having 
someone already in the booth 
is perhaps not so clear. It is 
really very Important, however, 
for if you find an empty phone 
booth, your chances are about 
99-to-l that it doesn't work. 
Now when Czech phones don't 
work, they do so with finesse. 
They don't make odd noises, 
nor do they forswear sound alto­ 
gether. 
They give the normal 
tone, in fact, but they continue 
to g i v e the normal tone after 
every 
digit 
you 
dial. The 
stranger is frequently slow to 
grasp the significance of this 
ominous normality. 
Further 
complications 
are 
added by the fact that the phone 
which does not respond now may 
very well respond two seconds 
from now. 
Or it may prefer a 
different intial digit than 
the 
one you have requested of it. 


And so you must coax 
the 
phone, or perhaps Just though- 
ful dialing to let the phone know 
you are really concentrating all 
your attention on it and not let­ 
ting your mind wander care­ 
lessly 
to what you are going 
to say if a 10-year-old child 
answers who speaks nothing ex­ 
cept Czech. 
Occasionally banging will re­ 
store a 25-hella ( Ithink that's 
the word) piece that has been 
unjustly 
sequestered by the 
telephone—sometimes this may 
resotre other people's hellas to 
you as well—but it it my ex­ 
perience that banging will never 
restore telephones to operating 
condition. 
If anything, it tends 
to make them disgruntled. 
And, of course, by now there 
Is at least one person fidgeting 
outside the phone booth, looking 
as if he has to call the 
fire 
department or the secret police 
or 
his 
mother-in-law. 
By 
about the tenth repetition of 
retrieving the 25 hellas from 
the return box and inserting it 
in the slot again, you begin to 
feel a little selfish, trust the 
coin in your pocket, give one 
last glare at the telephone, and 
with your successor good luck. 
By now you are ready for the 
final step of any attempted tele­ 
phone call in Czechoslovakia. 
You take out a map of the city, 
determine 
the location of the 
person you are trying to call, 
and 
walk there. 
Czech tele­ 
phones foster a great deal of 
sight-seeing.

Look for the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture label on poultry 
to be sure of wholesome, fine 
quality foods.

This round Inspection label 
indicates that the bird or poul­ 
try product has been examined 
for wholesomeness and that the 
bird 
has been dressed in 
a 
plant which meets strict sani­ 
tary specifications. 
The shield - shaped badge is 
a sign that CAMS graders have 
checked the bird against quality 
standards, uniform natlonwlse. 
Grading for quality is not re­ 
quired, so not all inspected 
birds will bear this mark. 
However, 
these grade stan­ 
dards are established in co­ 
operation with the poultry trade. 
Grading service 
is requested 
by many firm s and many re­ 
tailers sell only USDA graded 
poultry and poultry parts. 
According to these standards, 
the topmost quality poultry — 
marked U.S. Grade A — will 
be 
full - fleshed 
and meaty, 
well-finished 
and 
attractive 
in appearance. 
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Required by law to Inform 
citizens of matters affecting 
them or their property.

fraud case involving an art col­ 
lection that vanished in World 
War n. 
Held as chief suspect is Dr. 
Hans Deutsch, an Israeli law­ 
yer, publisher and philanthro­ 
pist. His bail of $3 million is the 
highest ever demanded in Ger­ 
many. 
The state prosecutor's office 
says Deutsch, 59, is under sus­ 
picion of having fraudulently ob­ 
tained $4.4 million in claiming 
restitution from the Bonn gov­ 
ernment. 
Deutsch is alleged to have 
submitted false evidence that 
the Nazis in 1944 stole 200 
French impressionist paintings 
and 650 prints collected by Bar­ 
on Ferenez Hatvany, prewar 
"sugar king*' of Hungary. 
On behalf of the heirs of Bar­ 
on Hatvany, Deutsch presented 
a $105-million bill, based on 
estimates by two art experts. 
Prosecution 
investigators, 
who so fer have questioned 115 
witnesses in many countries, 
seek to prove that the paintings 
were hauled off by Soviet troops 
when they captured Budapest. 
They contend that the Hatva­ 
ny collection was far less valua­ 
ble than Deutsch claimed. 
The 
investigations 
have 
prompted a German court to 
rule at three preliminary hear­ 
ings that Deutsch is under "u r­ 
gent suspicion" of fraud. No 
formal charge has been filed. In 
German practice this is not unu­ 


sual, particularly in a complex 
case. 
Deutsch has denied all accu­ 
sations. 
He took over the Hatvany 
case after successfully repre­ 
senting two other aristocratic 
families in restitution matters, 
Poland's Prince Radziwill and 
France's

for 
Deutsch say he collected high 
fees for his efforts, but much of 
the money went to humanitari­

These included 
funds for a prize for people con­ 
tributing to the idea of Euro­ 
pean unity. 


Austrian 
Chancellor 
Josef 
Klaus sat on the board adminis­ 
tering the prize. The first award 
in 1963 went to Spanish philoso­ 
pher Salvador de Madariaga. 
The designated 1964 winner was 
the French culture minister, 
Andre Malraux. Before the cer­ 
emony was scheduled, Deutsch 
was arrested Nov. 3,1964. 
The arrest stunned philan­ 
thropic and legal circles where 
Deutsch enjoyed a high reputa­ 
tion. He holds the honorary title 
of professor awarded him by 
Austria and all documents in 
the case refer to him as Prof. 
Deutsch, a top honor in the aca­ 
demic-minded world of German­ 
speaking people.

Savers 
To Get 
Break

NEW YORK — Many savers 
as well as borrow ers 
will be 
affected by the rise 
in inter­ 
est 
rates. Thrift institutions 
are beginning to bid higher 
for the money that savers can 
deposit. 
What the higher costs of bo th­ 
rowing might do to corporate 
and consum er plans as a result 
of the Federal Reserve Board’s 
raising its discount rate to 4 l/2 
per cent from 4 per cent is 
being debated before a congres­ 
sional com m ittee. The discount 
rate is what the Fed charges 
m em ber banks for loans. This 
sets the trend for bank loans to 
the public. 
But across the country a num­ 
ber of savers — if they have 
enough money — are being told 
they can get more returns from 
now on if they leave their mon­ 
ey with lenders for a specified 
length. In a few instances the 
yield already has risen to the 
new 
5 1/2 per cent ceiling. 
Savers also can buy bonds 
now and get higher yields — 
because they pay less for them 
even though the interest rates 
are fixed. And new issues of 
bonds are expected to carry 
higher interest rates. 
Com m ercial banks, 
mutual 
savings banks, savings and loan 
associations are getting into the 
fight to lure in more depositors, 
or at least hold 
their own. 
The Fed says it deliberately 
left the 4 per cent celling or.' 
what member banks can pay on 
regular 
or passbook savings 
accounts which can be freely 
drawn upon. It says this was to 
keep from harming other kinds 
of savings institutions. 
But it raised to 5 1/2 per cent 
from 4 1/2 per cent what its 
member banks could pay on cer­ 
tificates of deposit and certain 
other tim e deposits. These are 
of large denominations and in 
the past have been used mainly 
by big corporations or financial 
institutions with a few millions 
of idle cash they can tie up for 
stated periods. 
Now, some com m ercial banks 
are lowering th eir rules on size, 
so as to let individual savers 
buy sm aller demonlnation 
of 
certificates of deposit — under 
stiff conditions, which many an 
ordinary citizen probably can’t 
meet. The sm allest size sold 
often is $2,500, and the money 
must be left in the bank for a 
definite time — more than 30 
days, usually .more than 90 
days, and often for six months 
or a year.

the breadth of program s that 
their students should have for 
this day and tim e. This is no 
reflection on them in any way. 
But is m erely consistent with 
the idea and the brutal fact that 
there are no longer very many 
sm all farm s in Southeast Mis­ 
souri. The sm all farm er simply 
cannot afford the heavy equip­ 
ment, the cost of automation, 
which will perm it him to com­ 
pete on an even basis with the * 
larg er farm units, where m ass 
production methods and the use 
of automation can be effectively 
and economically utilized. 
The sm all school cannot com­ 
pete with the larg er unit. Most 
school adm inistrators realize 
this and are trying to bring about 
larger d istricts to give their 
students better opportunities. 
Unfortunately, it is not always 
so easy to get com munities, who 
may think in term s of the one 
room school of yesteryear, to 
go along. Also, county lines are 
b a rrie rs to effective school re­ 
organization 
and attendance 
units. Actually there is abso­ 
lutely no reason why county 
lines should have anything to do 
with where schools are located. 
The distance that the student has 
to travel, his convenience, and 
the kind of educational program 
that is provided for him should 
be the only factor which ad­ 
m inistrators, 
school boards, 
and citizens should consider. 
Perhaps some day this will be­ 
come a fact. Certainly we could 
not have cut the number of 
school 
d istricts from 
8,000 
down to less than 800, with 
their much better opportunities, 
without progressive thinking on 
the part of a considerable num­ 
ber of people. We think that the 
needs of the students will con­ 
tinue to guide the thinking.
